On 29 Ha y 13 more cars of cement arrived at Soldin 
from Kaunas. These were unloaded onto trucks on 4 Juno and the cement also 
mnt to Konigsberg. 3a both cases Polish army trucks were used, and Polish 
engineer troops and writers did the loading and unloading.

A building material dump has been set up at Neudam (Debfco, about 20 km. north 
of Kftetrin) since the beginning of May* This is 300 motors northeast of Keudamm 
station, east of the railroad line to Soldin and south of the road to Massin. 

It is surrounded by barbed wire ai id guarded by Polish troops. On 26 I fey the 
following were dumped there* 

300-350 cubic meters of building wood 
100-120 cubic meters of posts (tarred ) 

Railroad track 
Hopes and wire 
Wire netting 

This dump is being continually filled with material, and material removed from 
it is removed by Polish troops and taken to Ffirstenfelde and Zellin on the Oder*

Eight large concrete mixers were observed by the station on 4 June at Drossen 
(psno,30,km. EISE of Frankfurt/Oder and 12 km. north of Reppen). These were 
brought from "Old Ibtand" in May and ware inspected at the start of Juno by 
Polish officers who belonged, to a Polish engineer unit about 200 strong sta- 
tioned in Drossen since the middle of May.

"inoa the end of May forced labor units and Polish infantry and engineer 
troops have been working along the Odor between Greifenhagen (Gryfino) and 
Fiddichow (Wlduehoua) digging trenches and building bunkers. Worth of 
Fiddichow the trenches are about 800 meters from the eastern bank of the Oder. 


6. steehUa. 

Vaa rants in the area West of Stechlin were evacuated ty Polish Military trans- 
mit on 2 June} this area has now been cleared of civilians. At the same time 
forced laborers are engaged in digging about 1 to. west of Stechlin. 


Early in June two columns of approximately 15 trucks each loaded with railroad 
track passed through Rufen, about 12 ton. KW of Soldin, coming from the Soldin 
direction and making for Greifenhagen.

A dtimp of mines was Get up in the former slaughter-house at Stargard at the 
end of May and although this was at first guarded by Soviet troops it was 
taken on 29 May by Polish guards. 
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
